To the citizens of Dunbarton,— 

Your committee respectfully presents the following brief report of 
your fall and winter schools, for the year ending March 1, 1886. 

The schools in the main part have been a success, and the work has 
been well done. Good advancement has been made in the several 
schools. Teachers and scholars aided by their parents have worked 
well together. It has evidently been the object of the larger part of 
our teachers to impart the facts as a foundation and leave the pupil to 
rear the structure himself. 

A good amount of general knowledge has been given in certain 
schoo!s. while others have been confined almost entirely to text books. 

Why is it that teachers persist in confining themselves and their 
scholars so completely to the text book?. A little more energy will 
enable them to drop it at least 1n the class room. 

We believe the day is at hand when such teachers only will be em- 
ployed as will prepare themselves beforehand for ali recitations. 

Text books we believe should be used simply as a guide, a mark 
where to begin and leave off, as such they are indispensable, beyond 
that, useless. Muth greater progress can and will be made.where 
teachers ask their questions in an everyday manne and improvise their 
examples to suit the occasion. We see this verified in smaller classes 
where little or no use is made of books. 

In all cases save two the same teacher has been employed through- 
out the year, a very commendabfe action of our committee. 

We hope teachers will be procured hereafter upon the merits of 
_their scholarships and capacity for instructing and governing, rather 

than the partisan reports of their friends and superintendents. 
We consider an individual report of teachers unnecessary. 


You notice that steps were taken by your forimet committee for the 
introduction of Harrington's Graded Speller, which speller has been 
placed in three of the larger schools. It is hoped that it will be placed 
in the remaining schools at an early date
